THE INFLUENCE OF 
GEORGE WASHINGTON 


In choosing Colonel Washington 
for the command of the American 
forces, John Adams and the other 
New Englanders who acted. with 
him had meant not only to secure 
the services of the most exper- 
ienced soldier in America, but 
also, by taking a man out of 
the South, to give obvious prool 


of the ur‘on and cooperation ot ° 


the colonies. They had _ chosen 
better than they knew. Washing- 
tion was without question a man 
of honor and breeding. and as 
the enemies had considered his 
army a ‘rere rowdy assemblage 
of rebels it was no small matter 
to have such a_ leader. But

This 
is an immense, well-lighted loft 
with a wooden floor which 1s really 
a huge blackboard. Under the di- 
rection of the Loft Master the 
loftsmen wander over this black- 
board, transferring to its surface 
with chalk the drawings of the 
ship prepared by the draftsmen. 
This time, however, the drawings 
are full-size, 


Once the lines have been drawn 
upon the floor, the curves are 
taken by long, flexible wooden 
battens which are ,;bent to the 
chalk outline to provide a wooden 
pattern, or template, for fashion 
ing one of the ribs, beams, or some 
other part of the vessel. In the 
case of such flat shapes as plates, 
the patterns are made of heavy 
paper. Both the wooden and paper

“The Queen of Spain,” Say3 
Monsieur Vautel, “is g beautiful 
woman, and her severity of dress 
has nothing in common with the 
ugly women, who, themselves hav- 
ing nothing to show, refuse to per- 
mit the most beautiful girl in the 
world the right to reveal a Jittle 
of her charms. No, her Majes- 
ty’s war on present styles is en- 
tirely unselfish. The most her de- 
tractors can say is that she has 
ambitions to succeed where the 
Pope himself has failed. 

“But we are afraid that Queens 
don’t decree styles any more than 
do their humblest subjects. Queens 
jfollow fashions, the same way as 
any one else.

They could not help but 
see that the first step necessary 
was reform within China. The 
Manchu monarchy, with its Man- 
chu governors and troops, station- 
ed throughout China were. still 
considered foreigners, though hun- 
dreds of years jad passed since 
they conquered the country. The 
returned students having absorbed 
Liberal and democratic ideas 
abroad were against any form. of 
monarchy. As a result, the first 
Liberal and democratic party ever 
seen in China came into existence. 
It was called the Tung-Meng Jui, 
which means alliance party. It 
was led by- Doctor Sun Yat Sen. 
The year after the successful rev- 
olution of 1911, this party was re- 
organized and took the name of 
Kuo-Mi-Tang, or Nationalist party. 
It is still in existence. 

It is today as it has been from 
the beginning, a believer in ana 
worker for a United Republican 
China, strong enough to protect 
itself against foreign aggression 
and determine to recover China’s 
lost sovereign rights. As it has! 
not hesitated when it could obtain 
them nowhere else, to get arms, 
amunition and military instructions 
from Russia, it is accused by its 
enemies of desiring to Bolshevize 
China. It has never preached Come 
munism, nor Sovietism, nor estab- 
lished either when in control, as 
in Canton and the surrounding 
country. 

In 1913, the then president, 
Yuan-Shi-Kai dissolved parliament 
as the first step in hig plan to 
make himself emporer of China. 
He persecuted the Kuo-Min Tang, 
but was unable to destroy it. Yuan 
Shj Kai was a henchman of Chin’s 
statesman, Li-Hung-Chang 
still remembered in this country 
because of his witty though some- 
times caustic comments made dur- 
ing his visit here. Li-Hung-Chang 
had a group of supporters called 
the Pei-Yang. After his death 
Yuan-Shi-Kai became the leader 
of this group, which was enlarged 
into a party when Yuan-Shi-Kai 
became president of China. The 
two great rival parties thus were 
the Kuo-Min Tang, Republican and 
Liberal and the Pei-Yang monarch- 
al and Conservatives.
